TAFT ONCE HAMMERED 
THE WORD “REASONABLE 


When It Was Proposed to 
Amend the Anti-Trust Law 
by Putting the Word in It. 
Opinion Seems to Be That the 
Court Reversed Itself in the 
Standard Oil Decision.

Washington, May 16.—Governmental 
Washington in all its branches—leg- 
islative, executive and judiical—gave 
over the greater part of today to a 
discussion of the supreme court's dis- 
position of the Standard Oil case. 

While there was much gratification 
in administration circles over the or- 
der for the dissolution of the giant 
corporation, which had been declared 
“an unreasonable” combination and 
monopoly in restraint of trade, there 
unquestionably was also some misgiv- 
ing as to the interpretation of the 
anti-trust law giving to courts’ the 
right to determine whether or not 4 
monopoly was “reasonable” and declar- 
ing a “reasonable” monopoly not to be 
in contravention of the statute. 

Taft Keenly Disappointed. 

Beresident Taft, who a little more 
than a year ago, in a special message 
to congress declared that under su- 
preme court pecedents there could be 
no such things as “reasonable” and 
“unreasonable” restraints of trade, or 
4n other words “good trust” and “bad 
“trusts,” was said today to have been 
rather keenly disappointed that the 
court stiould have seen fit to reverse 
itself in this important matter. 

President Taft’s message was freely 
quoted about the capitol today, and 
the seeming similarity of his views 
as to the scope of the anti- trust law 
to the view expressed by Associate Jus~ 
tice Harlan in his dissenting opinion 
of yesterday ,attracted renewed atten- 
tion to Justice Harlan’s position as 
outlined in his statement to the court. 

Why Harlan Dissented. 

Justice Harlan held that his brother 
judges had no right to usurp the func- 
tion of the legislative branch of the 
government by writing into the statute 
a differentiation between 
and “unreasonable.” He declared that 
congress had resisted all appeals to so 
amend the act and that there was every 
reason to be believe that such an 
amendment never could be put through 
the legislative branch. 

Under these circumtsances and in 
their extremity great aggregations of 
wealth applied to the court in an ef-

JUSTICE HARLAN SAYS COURT 


- HAS CONTRADICTED ITSELF 
IN STANDARD ..OIL DECISION 


Washington, May 16.—Justice Har- 
lan’s dissenting opinion in the Stand- 
ard Oil case, delivered orally and wi 
out notes, was available in its entirety 
for the first time today and received 
a most careful consideration. 


Justice Harlan saig in part: 


“I feel constrained by a sense of 
duty to state some objections which I 
have to the opinion of the court. 

“As to all the chief justice has said 
about the illegal combination of the 
oil company and its coming within the 
anti-trust act I cordially concur. 

“There are, however, some things in 
this opinion, and that are to result 
from this opinion, which I think may 
well alarm thoughtful men, or many 
thoughtful men, and I am unwilling 
to let them pass with any idea that I 
approve them. 

“The anti-trust act of 1890 was pass- 
ed at a time when this country was in 
a state of great ufirest, arising out off 
an enormous aggregation of capital in 
a few hands and arising out of combi- 
nations which had their hands upon 
the throats of this country, in respect 
even to the necessities of life, and 
congress had before it the great ques- 
tion as to how these evils were to be 
remedied, so far as congress had the 
power to remedy them. The question 
was: What shall we do?’ 


Anti-Trust Law Cited. 


After citing passages in the anti- 
trust law, Justice Harian passed up 
to the section reading: “Every person 
who shall monopolize or attempt to 
monopolize any part of imterstate trade 
or commerce shall be lable to the pen- 
alties prescribed by this act,’ and ask- 
ed the question, “Monopolize what?” 

He then says: ? 

“What becomes, then, of the state- 
ment that this act did not condemn 
monopoly im itself? Did not these men 
know” what a monopoly was? And 
when congress saiq that we will pun- 
ish any man that monopolizes or at- 
tempts to monopolize any part of in- 
terstate commerce, did it not know 
what it intended? That ts not all. The 
act Says ‘every contract, combination 
in form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade or com- 
merce among the states, is hereby de- 
clared illegal.’ 


“Therefore, congress said to all the 
people of this country: 


“"We are not goimge to bother the 
courts or ourselves with any inquiries 
as to what contracts are in restraint 
of trade reasonably or unreasonably. 
We will determine it as a part of the 
policy of the United States that, so far 
as interstate trade is concerned, no 
body or corpor@gtion shall make or at- 
tempt to enforce a contract, any con- 
tract, that in any degree restrains in- 
terstate trade.’”’ 

Justice Harlan then cited the trans- 
Missour! case which was in violation 
of the Sherman law as charged and in 
which it was argued that the act did 
not embrace reasonable restraint of 
trade, but only unreasonable restraint 
of trade. 


The Ruling of Justice Peckham. 


He reag from the late Justice Jeck- 
ham’s ruling on this cage as follows: 

“*While the statute prohibits all 
combinations:tn the form of trusts or 
otherwise, the limitations are not con- 
fined to that form alone.. All combi- 
nations which are in restraint of trade 
or commerce are Achat whether

7 the form of trusts or in any other 
orm 

The justice then cite@ tne joint traf- 
fic case in which practically the same 
points were under fire and which re- 
sulted the same and said: 

“That being the state of the law, | 
what was to happen? What were thess 
gentlemen to do? Why, there was 
nothing left to them. This court hav~- 
ing three times heard this question ar- 
gued' and reached a conclusion, there 
was nothing left for them but to go to 
congress and get the Sherman act 
amended so that this court could not 
construe the new act as they had the 
old one. 

“Now it is laid down in some of the 
cases; and it is Common sense, that 
this court is bound to know what 
everybody else in the community 
knows, and therefore I say, without 
hesitation, that everybody knows that 
there has not ‘been a session of con- 
gress since 1896, when that original 
opinion was delivered, that somebody, 
taking the opposite view from what 
the court has said, Nas not oe tg to 
congress to get that law amended; but 
it never has been amended and there !s 
not a man in the country who does not 
know that it never will be amended by 
the congress of the United States to 
mean what they wanted congress to 
have it mean, and which congress re- 
fused to have it mean, to get the 
courts so to construe it. 

Judicial Legislation Scored. 


“The most. alarming tendency of this 
day, in my judgment, so far as the 
safety and imtegrity of our institutions 
are concerned, is the tendency to judic- 
ial legislation so that when men hav- 
ing vast interests are concerned, ard 
they cannot get the ixnw-making pow- 
er of the country which controls it to 
pass the legislation they. desire, the 
next thing they do is to rafse the ques- 
tion in some case to get the court to 
construe the constitution or the stat- 
utes as to mean what they want it to 
mean. That has not been our prac- 
tice. The reports of the decisions of 
this court are full of cases in which 
litigants have urged upon this 
court: 

“*You have, in a case heretofore, 
construed this act of comgress wrong- 


. ee 

“*Well,’ says the court, ‘that may be 
true, but it is an act that relates to a 
question of public podlicy. We have 
announced this as our view. It has 
gone through the country ang been ac- 
cepted and acted upon.’ 


Court Contradicts Itself. 


“The court, in the opinion of this 
case says that this act of congress 
meams and embraces only unreason- 
able restraint of trade, in flat contra- 
diction to what this court said fifteen 
years ago that congress did not in- 
tend. 

“If you will take the trouble to look 
through the Federal Reporter you will 
find that possibly nearly every federal 
court in this country has accepted 
those original gecisions as the final de- 
cision of this court as to the meaning 
of the act of congress.’ 

Concluding Justice Harlan said: 

“Practically the decision today—I do 
not mean the judgment—but parts of, 
the opinion are to the effect practical- 
ly that the courts may, by mere ju- 
dicial construction, amend the conseti- 
tution of the United States or an act 
of congress. That, it strikes me, is 
mischievous, ang that is the part of 
the opinion that I especially object to. 

“There is much more that I wanted 
to say, but I cared only to emphasize 
that objection to the opinion of the 
court.”

Judge Carbajal, the federal peace 
envoy, has announced that, barring the 
unforeseen, a general armistice will be 
declared within twenty-four hours. 
Provisional President Madero had de- 


clared that mutually acceptable propo- 


sitions have at least heen reathed, gud 
peace is assured. 

The formal signing of a peace agree- 
ment will probably take place here 
within the next two days. President 
Diaz probably will resign within two 
at any rate, when 
peace shall be restored. 

The Price of Peace. 

The price of peace paid by the fed- 
eral government is the resignation in 
the near future of President Diaz and 
the granting to the rebels now of three 
cabinet positions and fourteen gov- 
The price paid by the 
Mexican people is at least a thousand 
lives, untold suffering to many hun- 
dreds of~wounded, sick and poor, the 
destruction of millions in property and 
the probability that want for many 
months may haunt the inhabitants of 
possibly a fourth of the republic.

Justice Harlan declined to be a party 
to such a reversal and hence his dis- 
senting opinion. He denounced as “the 
most alarming tendency of the day” 
the tendency to judicial legislation. 
Men of power, he said, always were 
trying to get the courts to do what 
congress would not. 

When Taft Knocked Now “Reasonable” 

President Sratt in his special mes- 
sage jo congress of January 7, 1910, 
urging a federal incorporation act de- 
clared- that to put the word “reason- 
able” into the anti-trust statute and 
thus leave it for the courts to say what 
was a reasonable restraint of trade, 
would be to put into the hands of the 
courts “a power impossible to exercise 
on any consistent principle — which 
would insure the uniformity of deci- 
sion essential to good judgment.” 

“It is to throw upon the courts,” he 
added, “a burden that they have no 
precedents to enable them to carry, and 
to give them a power approaching the 
arbitrary, the abuse of which might in- 
volve our judicial system in disaster.” 

Taft on Good and Bad Trusts. 

As to the doctrine of “good trusts” 
and “bad trusts,” which the majority 
opinion of the court as expressed by 
Chief Justice White seems to have laid 
down, President Taft in his message 
written more than a year ago, said: 

“The public, and especially the busi- 
ness public ought to rid themselves of 
the idea that such a distinction is prac- 
ticable or can be introduced into the 
statute. Certainly under the present 
anti-trust law no such distinction ex- 
ists."’ 

Relying upon the tormer opinions of 
the supreme court in the _ so-called 
trans-Missouri and joint traffic cases, 
the president said: 

“The supreme court in several of its 
decisions has declined to read into the 
statute the word ‘unreasonable’ before 
‘restraint of trade,” on the ground that 
the statute applies to all restraints and 
does not intend to the court the discre- 
tion to determine that is a reasonable 
restraint of trade.” 

Court Apparently Reversed Itself. 

The apparent reversal in the Stand- 


ard Oil case of the court's decisions on} 
these former occasions formed the basis},

Washington, May 16.—Secretary Mac- 
Veagh today invited popular subscrip- 
tions to a $50,000,000 issue of govern- 
ment bonds to reimburse the treasury 
general fund for expenditure on ac- 
count of the Panama canal. 

Treasury officials expect the loan 
will be largely oversubscribed, and in 
distributing the new securities, the 
government’s announced intention is to 
give preference to smaller bidders. 

The new securities will be at 3 per 
cent interest, payable quarterly; will 
be free from all national, state or mu- 
nicipal taxation, and will be in denom- 
inations of $100, $500 and $1,000. They 
will be dated June 1, 1911, and will be 
payable in fifty years. 

By provision of law, the new bonds 
will not be available to national banks 
as the basis of circulation. Inasmtch 
as they are the first the United States 
ever has issued with such a restriction, 
much interest is attached to the price 
they will bring. According to the law, 
they cannot be sold at less than par. 

Inasmuch as-the postal savings bank 


law fixes the par value of a postal, 


bank bond bearing 2% per cent inter- 
est at $100, it is agreed that 3 per 
cent Panama canal bonds must bring 
more than par. How much more is con- 
jecture. The estimates range from 
slightly above par to 103. 

Checks and postal orders will be ac- 
cepted for the new bonds—something 
which never has been done before. Al- 
though the issue is designed for pri- |

bribe of $650 from John F. Weiss, sec- 
retary of the tSark-Tuscarawas brew- 
eries, for his vote on one of the city 
local optionh bills. 

All the indicted legislators entered 
their appearance and gave bond ‘of 
$5,000 each. 

Representative Evans is a fellow 
townsmen of Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
who testified before the grand jury 
today. Pomerene’s name was present- 
ed in the legislature as a candidate for 
the United States senate by Evans.

Through President Stephenson, of 
the Owls club, H. R. Caulfield, nation- 
al organizer of the Order of Owls has 
been dared to return to Georgia. 

‘Caulfield made the statement here 
to one of his organizers that he was 
coming to Georgia next year and or- 
ganize negroes under an order called 
the Bleck Grands,” says President 
Stephenson, in a statement issued yes- 
terday. “May the Lord have mercy 
on his soul if he ever comes back to 
Atlanta. We are ready to convict him 
upon fifty counts.” 

Mr. Stephenson gays that he has 
been informed by the attorney for the 
Atlanta club that Caulfield had not 
complied with the laws of Georgia in 
registering and getting a permit from 
Comptroller General Wright for the 
establishment of his insurance order 
here, and thateachand every one so es- 
tablished would be put out of business 
for violating the state ingurance law, 
and Caulfield was subject to indict- 
ment before the grand jury. “I under- 
stand that General Wright is investi- 
gating the Georgia orders that Caul- 
field established,” said Mr. Stephen- 
son, “and in a few days they will be 
under a hot fire from his office.” 

“We were not told anything about 
a per capita tax. We found out that 
we were to get nothing in return, no 
sick benefits, no payment of death 
claims, no representation at national 
meeting, nothing, nothing, nothing, but 
a financial tribute of hundreds of dol- 
lars every three months.”’

SENATOR GITTINS, of New York, has over 
come those objections in the interest of the LOCK- 
PORT CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


The bill is generally spoken of as ‘‘the 
LOCKPORT PLAN”’ and marks quite as dis- 
tinct a departure from the DES MOINES plan 
as that plan did from the original GALVESTON 
scheme. Under the LOCKPORT PLAN pow- 
er is lodged in a council of five COMMISSION- 
ERS elected at large on a non-partisan ballot 
for a period of five years and subject to recall 
after six months on a petition signed by 25 per 
cent. of the voters at the previous election, 
Nomination is either by petition or by ‘‘depos- 
it’’--a. method adapted from the DOMINION 

OF CANADA ELECTIONS ACT—the deposit 
being returnable if the candidate proves by poll- 
ing a certain percentage of the votes that he was 
a serious aspirant for office. The COMMIS- 
SIONER polling the highest vote becomes chair- 
mau of the board and has the honorary title of 
Mayor, but possesses no veto power. The INI- 

TIVE and REFERENDUM are provided 
for. But the most radical feature of this plan 
lies in the fact that the council selects a ‘*CITY 
MANAGER,”’ who appoints all city employees 
subject to civil service rules, prepares the an- 
nual budget, and is responsible to the council 
for the administration of all the city depart- 
ments except the schools. 


Advocates of the LOCKPORT PLAN con- 
tend that in the creation of this CITY MANA- 
_. GER lies the chief advantage of the plan over 
any other. It completes, they hold, the resem- 
blance of the city government to the efficient 
private corporation. They see an advantage in 
this single-headed executive in place of the five- 
headed system of the DES MOINES plan, be- 
cause it disposes of the conflict of authority and 
responsibility where the board as a whole is re- 
peat for all the departments and where each 
OMMISSIONER is at the same time responsi- 
ble for his own. The anomaly of COMMIS- 
SIONERS in their legislative capacity passing 
ordinances which they enforce as executives, and 
voting moneys. which they expend, is also obvi- 
ated. It is also contended that the new plan 
. frees the voter from the necessity of trying to 
gauge the fitness of candidates to undertake ex- 
ecutive and technical work as department heads 
for which they may have neither the ability nor 
the inclination. — It is believed, too, that the list 
of available candidates will be greatly widened 
if the COMMISSIONERS are not compelled to 
abandon their private business entirely. Un- 
der the LOCKPORT PLAN they are simply the 
representatives of the people at the City Hall 
with power to review, direct, advise, and criti- 


cise their employee, the CITY MANAGER.

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THE GEORGIA PEACE SOCIETY. . 


With the founding of the Georgia Peace Society the other day 
at a representative clerical and secular rally at the Wesley Memo- 
rial Church, the state affiliates, through organization, with a world- 
movement probably destined to distinguish the twentieth century. 
The state association becomes a branch of the American Peace So- 
ciety, which has already planted adjuncts in the majority of Ameri- 
can commonwealths. | 

The selection of Dr. H. C. White, of the University of Georgia, 
to head the state body was particularly appropriate. Dr. White has 
made an exhaustive study of the theoretical and practical phases of 
the subject. By personality and association he is ideally fitted to 
foster sentiment in Georgia. Under his direction, the Georgia so- 
ciety will furnish the peace tendency with a speaking, persistent 
voice, and with means for quickening*its cause wherever Georgians 
are responsive to that boldness of grasp that does not hesitate to 
think in terms of tomorrow as well as of today, and that is finding a 
more than geographical definition of the word, “patriotism.” 

The formulation of the society.comes as an apt introduction to 
the great rally scheduled for the Auditorium-Armory, May 28. It 
is then that Atlanta, as a community, will indorse the Anglo-Ameri- 
can peace pact as a forerunner of world peace. The principal speaker 
is to be Senator Theodore Burton, of Ohio, and president of the 
American Peace Society. Senator Burton is a master-analyist, and 
a terror of the jingo and the congressional imperialist. Commanding 
the economic phases of the theme as perhaps does no other man in 
America, his presence is sure to give a substantial impulse in Geor- 
gia to this great movement. 3 
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THE WAY EASY IF THE PEOPLE KNOW. 


In a close and keen statistical analysis of the capitalization of 
the southern ratiroads, Fhe Mamufacturers’ Record, of current issue, 
points out the necessity for a radical increase in capitalization per 
mile, if the southern carriers are to provide for the needs of today, 
and anticipate the needs of early development. 

Mr. Edmonds shows that “if upon the entire 50,000 miles of 
railroad in that section (the eastern south) $10,000 per mile could 
be «immediately expended in the betterment of railroad facilities 
without adding a mile of new line, the average capitalization would 
then be only $57,000 per mile, or nearly $3,000 per mile less than 
the average of the central west.’’ The latter comparison is used for 
the reason that the mileage capitalization in the central west is 
the lowest in this country, outside of the southern states? 

The testimony of John F. Wallace, engineer of international 
reputation, is cited as indicating the advisability of a cool billion 
dollars being spent on southern gailroads within the next decade. 
Summing up, The Rgcord says: | 


As shown by the figures presente 
railroads to a much greater extent than any other section. The capitalization 
of southern railroads is far less than the average capitalization of other sec- 
tions. Until there has been expended upon southern railroad# an amount of 
money somewhat commensurate with that expended upon railroads of other 
sections, bearing in mind the difference in the density of population and traffic, 
but at the same time remembering the possibilities of the future, the railroads 
of this section cannot fairly measure up to the needs of the south, nor can they 
do for this section what should be done for its broadest development. 


This argument is all right as far as it goes. No southern railroad 
will have any trouble in getting authority to increase its ¢apitali- 
zation for any reasonable amount, provided it can bé shown that 
the proceeds of such increase are to be used for the purpose of en- 


property. 

But the people of the south have had a costly experience with 
misdirected capitalization. 

If the proceeds from -existing capitalization had been legiti- 


+mately used there is not a railroad in the south that would not now 


be in far better condition that it is. Unfortunately, during the epi- 
demic of “high financing” some years ago, the people of: the south 
were exploited right and left, and millions of dollars from watered 
capitalization which should have been used for improvement pur- 
poses were diverted to other channels. | : :

“We have never seen an author more 
anxious to do justice to all and less 
disposed to erect opinions of his own 
and then build up facts around them. 
His frankness in reference}to the chap- 
ters he devotes to the civil war is com- 
mendable.” The New York Herald de- 
clared that “The author’s prejudices 
if they exist, are nowhere offonsively 
displayed.”

Read the whole 90,000 words 
in which I give the story of the war 
and reconstruction and you will find 
no such word as “traitor,” “‘rebel,” to 
designate the people of the south, and 
the reason is stated in the prefac@ of 
the book: “Because of my profound re- 
spect for their sincerity.” If there is 
an instance in which I criticise the 
south more than the north, I should be 
glad to know where it can be found. 
The editor of a southern magazine 
wrote that if an orthodox southern man 
had treated the race question he could 
not have done it more satisfactorily. 

In fact, I get about as many Knocks 
from one side as from the other. One 
man wrote my publishers that he would 


because the writer was evidently a 
southern sympathizer and he wanted 
his boys to grow up true Americans. 
I suppose one could avoid all such crit- 
icism by not writing at all, or by play- 
ing the mollycoddle and trying. to 
please everybody instead of writing 
true history. ’ 

Finally, let me say,“ have an intense 
liking for the south and admiration 
for its wonderful recuperative energy 
displayed since the war. If anywhere 
in my history I have criticised the 
south more freely than my own séc- 
tion, I am not conscious of the fact. 
I am sure that I. have never met @& 
northern man less prejudiced against

PRESIDENT BARRETT TELLS OF 
PROGRESS OF FARMERS’ UNION 


Union City, Ga., May 16.—The fol- 
lowing statement has been issued to 
members of the Farmers union by 
President Charles C. Barrett: 

To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers Union: 

A new epoch was written in Ameri- 
can history when the Farmers’ Union 
became a truly national organization. 
Other associations of farmers had pre- 
ceded it. But they had fallen by the 
sword of partisan politics or had failed 
to hitch enthusiasm to the harvest-——so 
they fell. ; 

I speak advisedly when I say that 
the Farmers’ Union is the first organ- 
ization in histo*y to successfully join 
theory with practice, to ‘Dbegin the 
movement of weeding the politicians 
from the innermost councils of the 
farmer, and to impress upon the latter 
that the improvement of his lot rests 
not in the hands of some far-off “up- 
lifter’ og fly-by-night reformer, but 
with himself. 

World Wants Results. 


Today the world asks less for rheto- 
ric and more for results. This is a 
very sight summary of what we have 
accomplished, together with a state- 
ment of what we yet hope, with tite 
aid of the Almighty and our own 
courage to accomplish: 

We have 1,628 warehouses, mainly 
for storing cotton. Mississippi leads 
the warehouse movement, with a mil- 
lion dollar corporation. 

' We own and operate a large number 
of elevators and terminal agencies for 
the handling of grain. 

We own and operate 245 packing 
houses. 

We own and operate dozens of news- 
papers. ' 

We own and operate coal mines. 

We own and operate several banks, 
flour mills, creameries, pickle factories, 
several hundred sores, an implement 
factory, a phosphate plant a phos- 
phate mine. ‘ 

Vwe own and operate tobacco fac- 
tories and warehouses, produce ex- 
changes, fertilizer factories, peanut 
warehouses, a peanut recleaner, many 
¢otton grading schools, co-operative 
life and fire insurance companies. 

Any number of other general busi- 
ness agencies are owned or controHed 
by members of the Farmers Union. 

Not a Close Corporation. 

this connection, it must not be 
torgdtten that the union does not offi- 
clally own these concerns. We are 
not a close corporation. In every in-

rests in 
individual members, ose ar to- 
gether for their own benefit. at is 
the true spirit of co-operation. 

Before this order was organized sta- 
tistics showed that 70 per cent of tre 
farmers in the south were blighted 
with the curse of the mortgage. We 
have cut down the percentage by one- 
half, and our work in that direction 
has hardly begun. 

The influence of the Farmers’ Union 
is written upon many of the best laws 
put in recent years upon state and 
national statute books. 

In many states we have secured rad- 
ical increases in public schoel appro- 
pirations. In many of the states the 
Farmers’ Union has been instrumental 
in the establishment of agricultural 
colleges. 

Other important legislation, getate 
and national, now pending is an indi- 
cation of the resistless influence of the 
organization among American farmers. 
We have made systematic canvasses of 
the various legislatures and of several 
successive sessions of Congress. There 
is a new viewpoint in Washington to=> 
ward the American farmer—and the 
might of the Farmers’ Union, demon- 
strated in elections, is responsible for 
it. 


To Solve Problems of Farmer. 

These achievements are the outward 
sign of a great new movement in 
American agriculture. But they are 
not camparably important to the spirit 
of fraternity which+we have wrought 
among.the farmers of this nation. It 
is fraternity, appealing to _ intelli- 
gence, that has wrought this progres. 
And the same force will develop in a 
thousand unexpected diregtions to 
solve the problems of the American 
farmer. 

Notable among the triumphs of the 
organization is that one which has 
brought a social awakening among the 
farmers. In many states it has brought 
thousands of white women and chil- 
dren out of the cotton fields into the 
schools and the homes—where they be- 
long. Had it done nothing else, the 
existence thus far of the Farmers’ Un- 
ion would have been justified by this 
transformation that is merely in its 
beginning. - 

We are working toward the ideal of 
making the Farmers’ Union the trans- 
formin influence in American farm 
life. o that end we ask the co-oper- 
ation of the wealthiest and the most 
poverty-stricken farmer.

She recently erected a beautiful 
monument to Doctor Felton in Carters- 
ville, and then gave the last few 
months to the completion of her book. 

Those familiar with Mrs. Felton's 
career will anticipate the book with 
relish. She was not only the acquaint- 
ance, but the woman in actual touch 
with the great men who worked out 
the salvation of the state in the sixties. 
Alexander Stephens, Robert Toombs, 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, Joseph Emerson 
Brown, the Lumpkins, the Cobbs and 
those of similar note, she knew as well 
as she did the next generation, Evan 
Howell, Henry Grady, Crisp, du Bignon, 
Clay, all who have passed away, and 
who in their time were active in Geor- 
gia politics; and she knows like a book 
those of the present.moment who will 
appear in the book identified with the 
live issues of today. 

Those who knew Mrs. Fleton inti- 
mately, who know the sweet sacrifices 
of her more private life as they do the 
brilliant achievements of her more pub- 
lic life, will be the publicity agents for 
her book, and it will be interesting to 
hear her comments*on the comments 
which are sure to be made on her 
“Recollections of Georgia Politics.”

The “Extension Work” of Nacoochee 
is conducted by volunteer teachers, 
under the supervision of a volunteer 
superintendent. The orly pay re- 
ceived by any teacher is actual ex- 
pense money (railroad fars, board and 
laundry). Some of our workers last 
summer not only gave their time and 
labor, but also, in order that the school 
term might be lengthened, paid part of 
their own expenses while engaged in 
teaching. 

There were six of these “extension” 
schools organized last summer—tfive 
were under the supervision of one 
teacher, the sixth being too remote to 
receive regular visitg from the super- 
intendent. 

M@re than a hundred children were 
reached by these five schools, and it 
is unnecessary to add that the work 
done by volunteer teachers, with no 


| compensation for services, except the 


satisfaction of being faithful servants, 
was conscientiously done. We are al- 
ready reaping a harvest from the 
few scattereu seeds we have sown. 
And the Lord is sending torth labor- 
ers, because we have now appiica- 
tions from various teachers for sum- 
mer school work—without any remu- 
neration save expense money. 

Our most picturesque school was 
held in one end of a blacksmith’s shop. 
Built on a ledge at the foot of LaSalle 
mountain, for the use of the miners, 
is a small blacksmith shop. In one 
end of this shop, curtained off by 
bagging and partly partitioned with 
rough boards, lighted by the open 
door and open wooden shutters, fur- 
nished with rough benches, eighteen 
children were taught in the day 
school, and an interesting Sunday 
school held each Sabbath.

BEING CONSIDERED 


Washington, May 16.—In execution 
of the project for the re-establishment 
of the great army divisions, the war 
department is considering the selec- 
tion of the commanding officers, who 
are to be major generals wherever 
possible. The divisional officers will 
give attention to the purely military 
business, leaving the department com- 
manders to deal with administrative 
details. The object is to develop’ of- 
ficers capable of handling great army 
units. 

There is at present but one division, 
that of the Fhilippines. Major-Gen- 
eral J. Franklin Bell, presumably, will 
retain that command.» The three new 
divisiong will be entirely within the 
United States. At New York a ma- 
jor general will make his headquar- 
ters on Governor's Island, commanding 
the eastern division; while the depart- 
ment of the east will be in command 
of a brigadier at Fort Toten, in New 
York, harbor. The command of the 
department of the gulf will remain at 
Atlanta. The headquartters of the 
central dfvision will be Chicago, with 
brigadier generals or colonels in com- 
mand of departments of the lake; the 
Missouri and Texas, at St.,Paul, St. 
Louis and San Antonio, respectively. 
The existing departments of Colordo 
and Dakota will be merged into these 
departments. 

The headquarters of the western 4di- 
viston will be San Francisco; the de- 
partment of California making head- 
quarters at the Presidio, and the de- 
partment of Columbia at Vancouver 
Barracks, Washington. The change 
will go into effect July 1.

About the 
only novelty it contains is a proposal to 
pay members of the house of commons 
a salary of $2,000 a year. The chancel- 
lor declined to give members traveling 
allowances or pensions, and excluded 
from the salary benefit ministers al- 
ready drawing salaries.

cluding payments delayed in 1909-10 by 
the action of the lords in throwing out 
the budget of that year, totalled $28,- 
035,000, of which he proposes to donate 
$7,500,000 to the support of sanitariums 
for consumptives.

170,000, $38,750,000 more than last year. 
The chancellor's estimated revenue 
for the current year is $908,580,000. 
There is no fresh taxation provided.

Standard Qil Decision Was 
Bullish Factor, 


Great Increase in Volume of 
Business---Many Orders From 
the Outside Were Received. 
Some of the Gains of the 


Day. 


New York, May 16.—Wal! street's im- 
mediate response to the decision of 
the supreme court in the Standard Oil 
case was a strong and insistent de- 
mand for securities such as had not 
been witnessed since the dissolution of 
the Pearson-Farquhar syndicate last 
July. The decision was interpreted as 
a most important bullish factor and 
stocks were advanced with a rush the 
important issues gaining from 2 to 4 
points. 

The great increase in the volume of 
business was, perhaps, as important 
a feature of the market as the advance 
in prices. In the first hour, three 
times as much business was done as 
in yesterday’s entire session. The 
day's total was 1,002,600 shares. 

Among the important gains were 
Union Pacific and General Electric 
4, Reading 3%, Southern Pacific, Uni- 
ted States Steel, Westinghouse Electric 
and Utah Copper 3, om Atchison, l¢- 
high alley, New Ae Central and 
Amalgamated Copp i Tine ys an Smelt- 
ing and a number of other active 
stocks 2 or more, 

Standard Oil fluctuated back and 
forth on the curb, selling at one time 
5 points above yesterday's cloBe, but 
losing more that 15 points on the day. 
American Tobacco was similarly up- 
set, closing with a five point gain aft- 
er having advanced 20 points. 

The demand for stocks was more 
than local. It began last night in 
the many orders sent from this center 
to London and was supplemented at 
the latter place by home and conti- 
mental purchases. Operations for the 
European account may safely be put 
at not less than 75,000 shares, a large 
part of which was later sold here. 

Relief from .the uncertainty which 
had restricted business for so long was 
ended at last. was perhaps as much of 
a market factor as the nature of the 
decision itself. The immediate effect 
of the court’s ruling was lost sight 
of in view of the broad principle which 
it enunciated, which Wall street view- 
ed as unmistakably favorable to cor- 
porations that fall into the class of 
the so-called trusts. The effect of this 
view upon operations in the stock 
market is seen in the fact that many 
of the largest advances were made by 
stocks of corporations which are at 
present involved im proceedings insti- 
tuteqg by the government or have been 
in the past, on account of the nature 
of their Pacific, 
which is involved in the Harriman 
merger suit, now pending in the 
ceurts, made the largest gain of any 
of the active stocks. General Electric, 
which is chiefly concerned in the suit 
recently brought by the government 
against various electrical companies, 
Was one of the strongest stocks, as 
was United States Steel, although a 
resolution for the appointment of a 
committee to investigate the steel cor-

Other developments were subordi- 
nated to consideration of the Standard 
Oil case and had virtually no effect on 
the market. There were further re- 
ports of impending reductions in the 
price of steel bDars.

New York, May 16.—Yesterday’s 
losses were just about recovered in the 
cotton market during the day’s trad- 
ing owing to a renewal of old crop 
bull support, steadier cables and cov- 
ering by new crop shorts, who seemed 
to be partly influenced by reports that 
rain is needed in some sections of the 
south. The close was off from the 
best, under realizing and barely steady, 
but last prices showed a net gain of 
from 6 to 17 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2 points on May, unchanged 
on July, but 2 to 6 points higher on 
later months, which were influenced 
by higher cables than expected and the 
failure of the weather map to show 
the rains forecasted yesterday. There 
was some further liquidation of July, 
but big spot people and brokers, sup- 
posed to be operating for one of the 
bull operators of last season, were 
buyers of that position, and the whole 
list firmed up shortly after the open- 
ing. There was some selling of new 
crop positions by cammission houses 
with southern connections after the 
publication of the western belt fore- 
cast for unsettled weather in Texas 
and Oklahoma, but offerings were very 
well absorbed and demand appeared to 
be stimulated during the early after- 
noon by the weekly report of the 
weather bureau indicating sufficient 
moisture during the past week. July 
contracts sold up to 15.88, or to within 
1 point of the high record for the sea- 
son and about 18 points net higher. 
while August touched 15.46, or 22 
points net higher and the new crop 
Showed net gains of about 17@138 
points. Realizinig became heavier 
around this level and the market re- 
acted 6 or 7 points from the best dur- 
ing the later trading. 

Probably the firm showing of the 
stock market, followrng the supreme 
court decision of yesterday, helped the 
cotton market, to some extent, as there 
was some covering by Wall street 
shorts, but otherwise the decision 
seemed to be without any particular 
influence. There was some selling of 
the new crop on the advance by 
traders who belieev that dry weather 
during May is a favorable feature 
from a new crop standpoint.

The question asked most by begin- 
ners is: “What Breed or Variety of 


Chickens is Best?” 


There is one best breed, for the rea- 
gon that a man or woman can take any 
one of a dozen varieties and make their 
atrain of that variety a profitable one. 
Depending largely on care, feed and 
handling. 

Next, “What kind of a poultry house 
is best?” : 

The answer depends on the locality 
in which it is to be built, and the sur- 
roundings. Under most all condifions, 
however, some style of the open front 
house is the most desirable. Three sides 
of it should be tight to avoid draughts. 

“What kind of a brooder house?’ 

Most any style house having either a 
cement floor of a floor elevated above 


the ground, with plenty of light, and 


so located that the sun shines in it the 
greater part of the day, having good 
ventilation, facing south or southeast. 

“What kind,of a brooder is best?” 

Here in the south, to my notion, there 
is nothing better than a well-made fire- 
less brooder, always providing that the 
brooder house is properly constructed. 
i have raised more chicks to maturity 
the past four years than I ever did in 
any one previous year with a lamp 
brooder, and had stronger, healthier 
chicks. 

“Which is the best incubator?” 

An incubator should be built on such 
principals that the operator at all times, 
under separate and perfect control the 
three things that are absolutely neces- 
gary to successfully hatch eggs. They 


- are heat, ventilation and moisture, and

With such a 
machine you can make your conditions 
what you wa nthem, and providing the 
eggs are right, get a good hatch at any 
time. 

“What is the best food for layers?” 

Layers must have food cotnaining the 
necessary elemnts to furnish bone, 
meat, fat, feathers, muscle, blood and 
eggs. These are found in diffrent 
grains, animal food, green food and 
mineral stubstances. It is, therefore, 
necessary to feed those in some firm 
grain, green food and meat food, and, 
in addition thereto, mineral matter 
must be supplied. L i \supplied 
by oyster shells and other’ «eral mat- 
ters by grit. 


“What do you think of a balanced) 


ration?’ 

I think every hen should have a bal- 
anced ration, but to mix it for her and 
make her eat it, I believe is wrong, be- 
lieving what is a balanced ration for 
one hen today would not be a balanced 
ration for the same hen next week, or 


for some other hen. It is, therefore, my 
opinion that those things which go to 


» make up a balanced ration should be 


6 t04 all the time, either separately or 


together, and last one should be allowed 


to balance their own rations. 


And lastly, “What is the best chick 


food on the market?’ 


~ 


This one has always been a poser to 
me. I have seen a good many manu- 
factured chick foods, and unfortu- 
nately, the one that looks the best to 
the unobserving eyes is generally the 
poorest. Most all of them contain the 
things which are necessary that a chick 
may grow ‘and live and mature. They 
contain them, however, in the wrong 
proportions, an dthat which is least 
needed and the cheapest is generally 
found in the largest quantity. I do not 
consider a chick food which contains 
over 20 per cent of corn a suitable food. 
I believe that over 50 per cent of a 
chick food should be wheat, 10 per cent 
oats, 20 per cent of corn and the other 
20 per cent a mixture of other grains, 
seeds and charcoal. 

On the farm, when corn, oats and 
wheat are raised, I see no good reason 
why prepared chick foods should be 
bought, if one has a mill at home or 
one close at hand. Grind your own feed 
when possible, and have it in the right 
proportion.

Views on the 
Situation. 

In speaking to the Atlanta police 
yesterday afternoon at the semi-an- ; 
nual inspection, Chairman Carlos Ma- 
son, of the board of police commission- 


ers, outlined the policy of the board 
for the coming year, and paid especial 
attention to the problem of reducing 
the number of arrests. 

“I have never before had the oppor- 
tunity of speaking to the department 
on the subject of reducing the number 
of cases,” said Mr. Mason, ‘and want 
to take this chance to let you know 
just where the board stands in this 
matter. It has become imperative that 
the arrests here should be substan- 
tially decreased and that a normal 
average should be established. 

“A few minutes ago, while I was 
standing in the office, a small 12-year- 
old boy was brought in, charged with 
disorderly conduct. I looked into his 
case and ordered him released. He 
never should have been sent down. In 
such instances the men ought to in- 
vestigate thoroughly and settle the 
matter right there. 

“And in oonclusion I want to say that 
the commission is right behind the de- 
partment in this and will give them 
every assistance. Some few mistakes 
may result—but we will do our best to 
remedy that and soon they will dis- 
appear entirely.”

Mr. Clayton hela to the view, how- 
ever, that the court's conclusion*® was | 
correct and would be genérally ap- 
proved. 

Senator Clark, chairman of the sen- 
ate judiciary cofmmittee, declared the 
court’s ruling to have been “a wWwon- 
derfully wise decision.”

To visitors tonight President Taft 
declared that he had no present inten- 
tion of sending a special message to 
congress proposing additional anti- 
trust legislation. 

While the president» would not dis- 
cuss the -decision generally. his 
speeches on the subjecr and his special 
message of January 7, 1910, left no 
i doubt as to his views. He haqdg hoped

STANDARD OIL WILL OBEY 

MANDATE OF SUPERIOR COURT 
/New York, May 16.—The first word 
from the Standard Oil Company on the 
decision of the United States supreme 
court against it yesterday, came today. 
It makes two points clear: 

First, that there will be no contuancy 
by the company— it purposes to obey 
the decree. 

Second, jhat it will be some time be- 
fore any plans .of reorganization are 

given out. 

The company has insisted through- 
out that no plans had been formulated 
in advance of the decree, and a state- 
ment made today by Mortimer F. El- 
liott. general solicitor of the company, 
takes the same attitude. 

“Having only before us the press re- 
ports'of Chief ‘Justice White’s oral 
opinion of the court in full, it is im- 
possible to make any lengthy state- 
ment,” réads the statement. “The full 
Opinion must be read and studied by 
my .d@ssociates and by myself before it 
can be intelligently dealt with. 

“It may, however, be said that the 
Standard Oil Company will obey the 
decree of the court.” 

William Rockefeller, one of the vice 
presidents of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, said: 

“At this time I cannot say a thing 
about the decision. All we can do is to 
hope the decision is for the best.” 

A meeting of the direcéprs and the 
officers of the company was held at its 
office today, attended by John C. Mil- 
burn, special counsel, but no statement 
further than that was made by William

Opinions sharply differed over 
the question as to whether the supreme 
court had construed the Sherman anti- 
trust law according to ¢he spirit rather 
than the letter, or, in other words, en- 
croached upon the prerogatives of the 
legislative branch. 

Representatives Underwood, the dem- 
rocratic leader, expressed approval. of 
the decision, and does not think that 
additional legislation will be needed.

I think the chief justice has 
outlined a policy that will do an im- 
measurable.amount of good in putting 
great corporations upon a proper basis 
under the law. It is a proper construc- 
tion of the law.” 

Representative Roddenbery, 
crat, of Georgia, said: 

“No anti-trust law can be really ef- 
fective until the chief offenders are put 
in jail. Orders for dissolution are fruit- 
less, and fines amount merely to high | 
license collected at long intervals.” 

Hardwick Scores Decision. 

Representative Hardwick, discussing 
the decision today, said: 

“The very language the court wrote 
into the anti-trust statute was rejected 
by congress when the law was enacted 
in 1890. The proposition to amend the 
law so as to make it applicable to com- 
binations in ‘unreasonable restraint of 
trade’ has been pending before congress 
for several years, and was advocated 
by Aldrich and Hannah. 

“Independent of the meeting of the 
combination as to reasonable or unrea- 
sonable restraint of trade, I regard the 
decision as nothing short of judicial 
legislation. It merely serves to empha- 
size the tendency of the federal judi- 
ciary to usurup legislative functions, 

“In deciding what combination or 
in unreasonable restraint of 
trade the federal courts have assumed 
a new jurisdiction over the business in- 
terests of the country, and one that was 
never given them by congress. In oth- 
er words, the court will undertake to 
weed out the bad from the good trusts.” 

Adamson Objects to Decision. 

Congressman Adamson shares the 
views of -Representative Hardwick 
about the decision. He thinks the court 
went out of its way to engage in judi- 
cial legislation. 

“The anti-trust law says nothing 
about the reasonable or unreasonable 
trusts and combinations,” says Judge 
Adamson. “It says that all combina- 
tions and trusts in restraint of trade 
are illegal. If they restrain trade they 
are illegal, whether they are reasonable 
or unreasonable, yet the supreme court 
has written a new word into the law, 
and the trusts themselves will decide 
whether they are reasonable or unrea- 
sonable.”
